THOUGH WEATHER-BEATEN

The Century-Old Revival of Attacks
Upen It Is a Famillar Endurance
Test Cantaining No Cause
for Diemay

HERE ix at least one of the many diverts

Iug pages of H, G, Wells” ""The Outline
of History'" whereln the prophetic note ringa
renoindingly of the present, A time may
come,”’ warns the chronielar of this mundane
muddle, “‘when prople will regard the con-
trivances and machinery of the American
constitution as the polltical equivalents of
the implements and rcontrivances of the
Neolithic man."”

Conwsidering thint 18300  eesolutigns  to
amend the fuodamental federnl instrument
wore offered in Congress during the first
century of the United Btates under the con-
stitution, considering that scores more have
been proposed within the last thirty-three
years, considering all the hard words that
are continually being apoken of the politieal
fatnity of the forefuthers, it maoy be =said
that the role of Mr., Wells as o self-ronstl-
tuted seer is weriously Imperiled.

For the age is not moving toward denun-
cintion of the federnl vonstitution. The
season of furioua animosity is heee and, in-
teresting 1o relate, it hiss endured for one
and a third centuries

Gonstitution eritics—amendment mongers
thee woere cnlled in the early dage—have
been ever with uw,  The partionlnr elrulenee
of contemporary nttocks is naturally due in
pert to the persistence of the venernble de-
lusion that leglslation is a potent panncea
and partly to the destructive nttributes, moen-
tal and physieal, of world upheaval.

Amerlcans, above all other proples  chinfe
under the nupersion of bnekwardness.  The
charge that the constitution by which we
are governed {a the oldest written basie doc-
ument under which any natlon  funetions
todsy ix true. Te it asy wonder that the
situntion is glarming? Is it any wonder
when political defeats  are  inflicted  that
the victima rage at dead haods or that the
earnest architerta of fotonre elesinms ahould
fume at inhibitlons raised by statesmen who
never saw a trolley car, n locomotive engine,
an auntomoblile, an alrplane, jazx dancing,
cafeterias or grapefruit?

Nineteen gmendments, the Inst four within
the lust seven years, have been attached to
it.  The revielon process, elahorate though
ft 1&, ls workable in response to vigorons
publle opinion. A charter of lnws reacting
tn poplar will In thie way iz not precizaly
sebmed with rigor mortis,

And vet, babble in effect the maleantents,
ok around you, survey the state of inter-
national constructive political thought, is not
the Amorican sonstitution outmoded?  Ace-
cording to Mr. Walls, typical of his class of
speculntive innovators, though much more
brilliant than most of his confreres, the
makers of this republic wers “‘all lmited
men, They were Hmited in knowledge and
outiook ; they were limited by the limita-
tionw of the time. And there was no perfect
man among them.'"" How true; also how
trite.

If the constitution is to be jJudged by
standards which no instrument of govern-
ment has ever attalped, it in a faillure, On
this erring planet, however, approximations
of excellenee have nam yet to be sought, and
the quent is occasionally brightened by the
practical process of comparison,

The responsible ministry system of France
anid Britain i« often lavishly prafsod by
would-be exterminatora of our constitu-
tionml prestige.  Naturally, the character-
intic exhibit of the flexible political machine
of our Inte allies excludes discrepuncies

It is derogntory to the effect of prodeter-
mined conclusions to point out that the
ministry system js particularly workable in
countrivs compaect and centealized by cun-
tom and existing conditions, The check and
balunce system so ecarefully formulated by
the constltution makers intent on co-ordi-
nnting A& congeries of sovereign states wonld
be abwurmlly out of place in France and
England.

It would obviously operate inconveniently
in the cotuparatively small states such s
Czecho-Slovakin, Jugo-Slavia, Poland,
Austrin, enrved ont of the war map. Neo-
essurily they must wrestle with the com-
bined disadvantages and merits of the cabl-
net machine, neted upon by the popular will.

If the quick politica) decinlons gained by
thin method are alluring to Americans whose
impatience at long-delayed econclusions s
sometimes teied, the perila of rushing rotat-
ing ministries are by no means to be dis-
counted

In 1014 M. Hibot was premier of France
for a few days, Amerleans, with all thelr
loye of dramatic jpeident, would not con-
ceivably rellsh such hectle politles, On the
other hand, Herbert Asquith's Ineumbeney
of the premiveship in Great Britaln endured
for nearly npioe years. The anguish in-
evituble jn the elght-year leadership of any
Americnn President is acute,

To the skeptics on the subject of Ameri-
cmn constitutional vitality it may not be
amlss to suggest that every one of the Inrger
South Ameriean republics and the Austra-
llun and South African unious, covering a
diversity of territory, embracing disparate
conditions of life and industry, are imita-
tions of the federated natlonality born of
patriotic eompromise, practival statesman-
ship and ideals of feeedom hoth older and
more permanent than trolley cars. automo-

| Austria, Greatest Sufferer

! Weorld From Tuberculosis,
In Danger of Losing It

l Greatest Sanatorium

IFTY years ago Vienna led the world In

medlelne. It was the Mecea toward
which all medieal students bent their steps,

And today, though it is bowed under the
welght of aftiction, though it bears the bur-
dens of the sins of men in high places, it is
still looked upon with veneration and e=-
teem by men of the edical profession on
account of fts former leadership and the
debt they owe to lt.

The fact was brought home to Dr. Law-
renee Flick, of this city, the other day
when  he  reeelved  from Do Helmun
von Schiroetter, dircetor of the Austrian
Hanatorium Alland, of Vienna, n letter tell-
ing of conditions at the institution and con-
tn ninf a plea for help.

erhapas Dr, Flick met Dr, von SBehroetter
in Vienna ln 1007 ; but assuredly he had met
his father, Dr, Leopold von Schraetter, hnd
konown him well long before that time and
respected him highly.

n 1007 D, Flick was elpcted president
of the International Congress of Tubercu-
losis, and his work since that time has had
internntional prominence.

€€ A BRUUTREDLY, the seientific world owes
n debt to Vienna,”' said Dr, Flick yen-
terdny, “‘nnd undoubtedly welentlsts every-
wheen wil) glad to contribute mmn-lhiur
to ita relief at the present time. Nearly all
of the older men of the profession in this
oountry and very many of the younger men
who have recejved medical training outside
of the United Ntates had part of that train-
ing In Viennn.
In thin eity.
“Of all the eountries in the world Augrtrin
hae been the most afficted by tuberculosls,
and it now hne probably the Inrgest denth
rate of any country in the world, A partle-
ularly sad fenture of the case is that Just
when Austrin was b--‘llsnlnr its  welentifie
campnign againat tuberculosin, a campalgn
of which the Sanntorium Alland was the
main spring, it was paralyzed by the war,"'
